The number and the character of the viola- 
tions of law to which I tiave briefly alluded, 
ind the general belief that all the bands are 
rambined in an organization for olTense and 
lefense, have brought about a reign of tt r 
ror in the localities infested by the White 
Caps which can ordy be fully understood by 
those who have conversed with tbe people 
ihere. 

"Property bn.s l>een so depreciate-i that it 
sannot be sold for half of its value. No one 
has that confidence in his neighbor which is 
w essential to a good state of society. All 
Is noubt and distriut and oonfusiou." * a « 

The attorney general follows this with 
several su-.;gcstion8, tbe most important of 
which recoiumeiidH that the governor viait 
the infected localities during tbe October 
sitting of the circuit conrt, and by bis per- 
sonal presence invite mutual confidence and 
change the general sentiment into tbe belief 
that tbe law can be enforced, and the dis- 
trust and oonfosion can ba removed pro- 
vided proiier support is given those whoae 
duty it is to protect tbe law-abiding oitiiens 
and punis'n tlie Ui'vless.

He said tlmt tlie heat and the bad water 
was killing thi-m, and tliat they could earn 
no money. '1 heir iliiuKlittTa, he said, were 
employed in the taverns at Wsnnipeg, or 
about there, and sixteen sliillings a quarter 
were bard to get. The girls, he said, ex- 
pected to come down even lower tlmn walt^ 
ing in taverns, and others were frying their 
eyes out in the strange land. Manitoba, 
Maclver de<'lared, was a perfect hell, and he 
would sooner die alongside a hot iB LaWM 
than to take hi^ family there.

ily li'i.-' Iw-oii sum- 
nil ined 1<i her l)ed- 
side. Mr& Htowa 
is in her seventy- 
seventh year, and 
has a oelehral dis- 
ease. Hhe is fa- 
mous the world 
over as the author of "Unola Tom's Cabin." 
Her father, Rav. I^num Beecbar, had ten 
children, eight of whom ware authors of 
more or less repnta^ 

lira Stowa waa bom at Lltobfleld, Conn., 
on June 16, IMl. She was interested and 
assooiatad with bar statar Catharine in the 
labora of a aobool at Hartford in 19:17, after- 
ward removing to Walnut Hills, near Cin- 
cinnati. She was married in 1833 to tha 
Rev. Calvin E. Btowe, D.D. Mrs. Btowa 
wrote several tales and skatobea, which were 
afterward ooL*eotad under tba titla of tha 
"May Flower," 1849. In lt»u she contributed 
to tha National Bra, an anti-slavary paper 
pubUsbad at Waahington, "Unela Tom's 
Cabin," as a serial 

Tbta story foUowad shortly afterward, in 
1463, in book form, and met with merited 
sucoasa, 818,000 oopias being sokl in tha 
United Btotaa within tha abort spaoa of tbraa 
yeara and a half, and in all, over half a mil* 
lion ecoiaa, inoluding a Oarman edition. In 
Oreat Britain Ite aala was anormoua. It baa 
I een translated into more than twenty lan- 
guages, including Welch, Russian, Arme- 
nian, Arabia, Chineee and Japa n ese; there 
were fourteen dtffarant Oannan and four 
different French varaions, and it baa been 
dramatised in various forms. 

Mrs. Stowe subsequently published "A 
Peop Into Uncle Tom's Cabin for Children," 
1863; "A Key to Uncle Tom's Cabin." giving 
the original facts and statements on which 
that work was based, ifna; and "The Chris- 
tian Slave," a drama founded upon "Undo 
Tom's Cabin," ISMi "Uncle Tom's Emanci- 
pation," was issued in 18.V), and in the same 
year she visited Europe, publishing in the 
year following "Sunny Memories of Foreign 
Landa" A little work entitled "Geography 
For My ChiMre:." was published in 18.j5, and 
the next 3'ear appe.ire i her .second anti-sla- 
very novel, "Died, a Tale of the Dismal 
8wanip," re|>iiMisbed in U69 under tba titla 
of "Niii.a ' >' ir loll. ■'
